REGULATION  FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  DEER  IN  ALASKA. 

In  accordance  with  authority  conferred  on  the  Secretary  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  under  section  2  of  the  Alaska  Game  Law  (35  Stat.,  102),  approved 
May  11,  1908,  the  following  regulations,  additional  to  those  of  August 
1,  1908,  are  hereby  promulgated,  to  take  effect  April  1,  1909: 

( 1 )  In  Southeastern  Alaska  the  season  for  killing  deer  shall  be  limited 
to  the  period  from  June  1  to  December  15;  (2)  the  sale  of  deer  car¬ 
casses  or  venison  is  prohibited  except  during  the  months  of  September, 
October,  November,  and  December;  and  (3)  the  number  of  deer  killed 
by  one  person  during  the  open  season  shall  be  limited  to  12.
